All 
declare it was an excellent op¬ 
portunity to learn more and 
better tricks of the fire fight¬ 
ing game. 

For five evenings, Fire Train¬ 
ing expert Ed. Elliott of the 
California State Fire and In¬ 
dustrial Training school was 
an ideal teacher, and he left 
with the men of the fire de¬ 
partment a feeling that the 
time spent Was well worth¬ 
while. 

Ed. also formed a relation 
that will last forever. He is 
held in the highest esteem by 
the men of the Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

Many ways of operating 
tools and equipment have been 
presented that will aid in 
speed and efficiency. Mr. El¬ 
liott was high in his praises of 
the co-operation and willing¬ 
ness of the Sierra Madre men. 
This training has added new 
interest.

Residents who heard and sow the helicopter hovering and 
flying over the Bassett and Washburn Kentia Nurseries early 
Thanksgiving morning were witnesses of an historical experiment. 

What they were seeing was the first local trial of using a heli¬ 
copter to aid the artificial heating of a nursery. 

'The use of a helicopter in 
conjunction with regular 
smokeless heaters for emer¬ 
gency frost protection is a 
brand new idea, having been 
tried in only two other known 
localities. U. S. Weather Bu¬ 
reau technicians experimented 
briefly with the system last 
year, but their efforts failed to 
cover adequate acreage. 

Also last year, a similar ex¬ 
periment was conducted in 
Santa Paula. This attempt fail¬ 
ed when the heaters caused 
columns of smoke to obscure 
the vision of the ’copter pilot. 

Lawrence Washburn reports 
that in his Thursday morning 
trial both of these factors were 
overcome. His heaters are of 
the smokeless variety, and, by 
following a carefully worked- 
out route, the entire nursery 
was adequately covered. 

As for results of the two ex¬ 
periments (he also conducted 
a “dry-run” on Wednesday 
afternoon to determine the 
plane’s course), Washburn said 
use of the helicopter as a fan 
appears to increase efficiency

of the heaters from 50 to 100 
per cent. 

During the actual trial, con¬ 
ducted between 5 a.m., and 
5:25 a.m., an Increase in heat¬ 
ing efficiency of 67 per cent 
was recorded. 

“This development should 
mean a tremendous saving to 
us, and eventually, to almost 
every type of growing industry 
where the maintenance of a 
certain temperature is essen¬ 
tial for survival,” Washburn 
said. 

He relates that during the 
freeze of last January, the 
nursery’s present system of 
heating—a pipeline, smokeless 
retort heater set-up—was found 
inadequate in keeping temper¬ 
atures up. 

“During the frost season 
last winter, we burned 150,000 
gallons of kerosene distillate— 
more than twice the amount 
used in the last record freeze 
(1937),” Washburn said. “The 
rate of burning per acre was 
about five times that of the 
citrus groves.” 

With all this burning, the 
heaters were unable to main¬ 
tain safe temperatures on two 
different nights, he said. TTie 
fact that an additional tem¬ 
perature drop of just one de¬ 
gree probably would have froz¬ 
en all the plants, made it im¬ 
perative that an improved 
method of firing be developed. 

“After a careful study, it was 
discovered that we actually are 
generating sufficient heat un¬ 
der the present system—but 
also losing it so rapidly as it 
rises that additional heaters 
will not solve the problem. 

“We know of only two meth¬ 
ods to recapture this rising 
heat—wind machines and a 
helicopter,” Washburn stated. 

He pointed out that both 
these methods are probably 
equally noisy, but that wind 
machines require a consider¬ 
able capital investment and a 
large power standby charge. To 
justify this expense, the equip¬ 
ment would have to be used 
whenever its use would lower 
oil consumption—in actual 
practice, almost every time fir¬ 
ing is necessary. 

Washburn said that if a heli¬ 
copter is used, on the other 
hand, no capital Investment is 
made, and the existing firing 
system is used on all occasions 
where it is adequate, the heli¬ 
copter being used only in 
emergencies when safe tem¬ 
peratures cannot be maintain¬ 
ed otherwise. 

“In actual practice, this 
means that the heating sys¬ 
tem alone would have been 
adequate for 11 years, 1937 to 
1948, inclusive, and that the 
helicopter would have been

He estimates that the heli¬ 
copter would be used only one 
year in 10. 

During the experiments, the 
’copter made east-west “passes” 
approximately 50 feet above 
the lath houses directly over 
alternate heater rows. At all 
times, the ’copter flew within 
the outer edges of the lath 
houses, approximately 150 to 
200 feet, Washburn said. 

He indicated that an addi¬ 
tional experiment will be 
made during a cold night this 
winter when temperature in¬ 
version is not a factor.
